School Farm Show Value 


of Fertiliser. 


GIVES BETTER CROPS 


Superintendent A. E. Carroll, of the 


Indiana school for feeble-minded youth, 
hag just submitted to C. S. Hash his re- 
port concerning experiments made on 
land at the state school farm last year 
with fertilizer. 
Mr. Carroll purchased 


five tons of corn fertilizer to test its 
possibilities in aiding production. 
Ons 


Held was used in the experiments and 
the following results are included in the 
report: 


'Mil a field containing about 27 acres, 


all the ground was fertilized, using 200 
pounds to the acre, excepting 10 rows. 
Aside from the absence of fertilizer thi«e 
ten row/) \vcre cultivated and given tlio 
same attention as was the remainder of 
the lield. 
The corn was planted 3'J 


inches apart and when cut was put up 
iu shocks 8x10, there being 27 shocks 
in each ten rows. The ten rows 'or 27 
shocks of unfertilized corn husked out 
1,3-15 pounds. 
The first ten rows on 


either side of tho unfertilized ground 
husked out 2,400 pounds, making a dif- 
ference of 855 pounds in fuvor of the 
fertilized ground. 
The ten rows con- 


tained L^OiU square feet, or -52-100 of 
an acre."
